Florida, Chief Fellowley said, is even 
more serious than along ‘the Canadian 
border. Great quantities of liquors are 
being landed in Florida from. the Ba- 
hama -Islands and reshipped to New 
York: and other points throughout the 
country, consigned as fruits, vegetables 
and other commodities.

WITNESSES THREATEN HIM 


Belgian Contre-Espionage System 
Forces Prisoner to’ Self-tn-"

MONS, Belgium, April 4.~The traitor 
Jeannes; who betrayed ‘Edith Cavell into 
the hands of the .Germans,: was today 
sentenced to death by the Belgian -civil 
court before which he was tried. . Pro- 
houncement of the sentence was greeted 
with a tremendous outburst of applause 
by the crowds in the courtroom, many 
of whom suffered at the nands of .the 
unscrupulous spy. The. crowd. outside 
the buiiding hooted the traitor as he was 
taken to the police: wagon under heavy 
guard. Jeers of:condemnation followed 
in the wake of the vehicle. to the prison 
doors. . 

Jeannes also was sentenced to pay the 
costs of the trial, amounting to. 11,250 
francs. 

The trial, which opened several weeks 
ago, was marked throughout by the. bit- 
ternees of the spectators egainst’ the 
prisoner and the brawling cynicism of 
Jeannes. Several witnesses assured the 
Court grimly they would kill the prison- 
er if he was released, while one septua- 
genarian declared the worst’ fate that 
could befall the traitor would be to turn 
him over to the populace. 

To’all declarations Jeannes replied in 
violent outbursts, each time compromis- 
ing himself. 

The-execution will take place in public 
tn this city in the near fyture. 


The trial-of Armand Jeannés, charged 
with high treason and espionage during 
the German occupation of Belgium, 
opened. at the Hainault Assizes on 
March 20. The indictmént was princi- 
pally based on a statement he was al- 
leged: to have made to Mme, Werres, at 
whose.,house he was living in Liége be- 
fore the armistice. The statement was: 

‘*f have been instrumental, in the con- 
demnation of 126 Belgians,; Frenchmen 

nd. British by German court-martial. 

LmORS them was the Cavell organiza- 
tion.” 

This statement was repeated by Mme. 
Werres on the first day ofthe Assizes. 
She appeared as a typical provincial 
woman of the petite bourgeoisie, and no 
aimvunt.. of cross-examination -by the 
counsel for the defense or the -vociferous 
shouting of the prisoner could make her 
waver:.from her terrible evidence. 

“You see,” said the counsel, ‘ the 
prisoner’ is excited. Hé was probably 
much*more excited then—when the Ger- 
mans came. The sight of them may 
have turned his head, so that he boa.sted 
of having done what he had not done.” 
* ** Oh, no,” said the witness. ‘‘ On the 
day of the armistice he came home in 
a great rage. He wanted to go out on 
the balcony and speak to the crowd 
against the Allies. I asked him if he 
had not-regrets for what he had done 
against his comrades. e said’ he was 
too: intelligent for that, as he’ was the 
enemy of the bourgeoisie, a rtisan of 
slaughter. He then told me about Nurse 
Cavell. It was terrible. And«when he 
was drunk—”’

een: ’* yelled the prisoner, interrupt- 
ng. 3 - 
“In vino ‘veritas,’’ suavely interposed 
the Advocate General, 

There were a dozen witnesses to prove 
that Jeannes had told them what he 
had told Mme. Werres. There were oth- 
er witnesses, who gave evidence from 
the ‘‘ inside,” as it were. Among them 
were Hermann Capiau, an engineer, and 
Albert. Libiez, a lawyer, who had been 
court-martialed with Miss Cavell, but 
who had esca with only titteen 
years’ penal serviture, from which the 
armistice released them. They told the 
circumstances of their arrest and. as- 
serted their belief that Jeannes had in- 
formed on them. There was proof of 
this in the archives of the German In- 
telligence at Brussels, for when the 
armistice was announced, on Nov. 11, 
1918, some Boy Scouts had raided the 
headquarters of the Intelligence, in the 
Rue Berlaimont, and had carried away 
the archives in spite of the remon- 
strances of the demoralized German 
guards. 

What was in the stolen documents 
only became known when M. Lacroix, a 
Judge of the Brussels parquet, gave his 
evidence. The evident of Mr. ‘Lacroix 
terrified Jeannes, and he kept asking: 
“How do you know all this? ’”’ 

To which Lacroix answered each time: 
** Because I was at your side.”’ ; 

And it became known also for the first 
time that Lacroix, together with the 
Advocate, General Philien, who prose- 
cuted the case against Jeannes, had been 
the head .of the secret’ Belgian contre- 
espionage, and had practically all the 
ew of the enemy a ttheir fingers’ 
ends. 

When this knowledge became known in 
court the defending counsel ceased. to 
take an active part in the/trial, and as 
each interruption of the prisoner only 
seemed to make his guilt mog and more 
pomerent, the lawyer dismally shook his 
head. ‘

An increase in the 
number of returns has been predicted, 
The total receipts last year were $35,- 
000,000 from about 1,250,000 returns. 

Many’ persons who did not pay a Fed- 
eral income tax’ will have to pay a State 
tax.

LITTLE PROGRESS REPORTED 


Miners Continue to Prepare Data to 
Support Their Demand for 
Wage Rise. ~: 


Anthracite coal consumers in the Hast- 
ern States may ask permission to be 
represented in the wage conferences be- 
tween hard coal miners and operators 
now in progress in New York.) ‘This 
was learned yesterday when officials of 
the tnited Mine Workers admitted that 

*‘ certain New. York consumers’ inter- 
ests"’ had broached. the ‘question. It 
was also teported that New England 
coal consumers are about to ask permis- 
sion to have a representative in the con- 
ferences. 

Officials of the miners indicated that 
the proposal was acceptable-to them, 
providing it was agreeable to the ‘oper- 
ators. ; 

The wage negotiations are being held, 
behind closed doors in the Union League 
Club. The only official information 
coming from the conferences is con- 
tained in brief statements handed to the 
press after the meetings by James Gor- 
man, Secretary of the committee. Little, 
progress has been reported, except that 
the miners are continuing to submit data 
to support the demand for a 20 per cent. 
wage rise for contract miners and $1 a 
day for day men. 

The following official statement was 
issued after yesterday’s meeting: 

“The Anthracite Scale Committee met 
today at 1 o'clock. The miners an- 
nounced that they had in course of 
preparation additional data upon the 
demand for an increase in wages. This 
additional data will be ready for pres- 
entation at the next session of the com- 
mittee.

In commenting on the amendment 
aimed at wealthy tax dodgers, Assem- 


| blyman Judson said: 

‘It provides* that if the distribution 
of income is in: the discretion of the 
fiduciary, either as to the beneficiaries 
or as to the amount to which any bene- 
ficiary is entitled, the tax will have to 
be imposed upon the estate or trust 
fund, but there can be no deductions of 
any amounts of income paid or credited 
to any such_ beneficiary. 

**I introduced this amendment to the 
Income Tax law because we found that 
wealthy tax dodgers who wanted to 
escape paying the 3 per cent. tax on In- 
comes of over $50,000 had created trust 
funds, naming themselves and members 
of.their families as beneficiaries. Then 
they distributed the income from =the 
trust fund among themselves, and in 
this way managed to fleece the State 
out of twice as much as they paid on 
their incomes.’’ 

The amendment to the tax law which 
defines ‘‘ resident’’ and ‘* nonresident,’’ 
Mr. Judson said, does not exempt-_non- 
residents from taxation on income ~de- 
rived from without the State if the non- 
resident is a voter in this State. 

“Of course,’’ said Mr. Judson, “ no 
one could legally vote in the State et 
was. not domiciled here, so the opinion 
of those who contend that a person may 
still be a voter in this State and escape 
payment on income derived outside the 
State by claiming to be a nonresident is 
erronéous.”’ 

Mr. Judson said that anéther amend- 
ment’ to the tax law, which goes. into 
effect at once, provides that where any 
propery of equivalent value is ex- 
changed, whether it be stocks or real 
estate, provided that no money changes 
hands, it is not necessary to make a re- 
port on the transaction.

Says Plea to House to Investigate

WASHINGTON; April 4.—The House 
of Representatives is so completely 
dominated by the Anti-Saloon League 
that it would. be useless to ask the 
House to investigate the political activi- 
ties of the organization, Representative 
Tinkham, Republican, of Massachusetts, 
asserted in a speech on the floor this 
afternoon. Therefore, continued Mr.

Liquor aboard her was seized in the 
harbor at Monterey, Cal., last year, but 
was later returned on an order from the 
Prohibition Commissioner, it having 
been shown that the agents had ex- 
ceeded their authority. 

On March 18 last ‘505 cases of wines 
and liquors were taken from the yacnt 
by customs officials and ptfohibition 
agents at Miami, Fla. The matter was 
again taken up with Washington, and it 
was reported that Attorney General 
Daugherty had ordered the liquor re- 
turned.

George W. Post, ex-convict and inter- 


‘Tnationally known confidence man, was 


locked up in Police ‘Headquarters. last 
night as a fugitive from Dunkirk, N. Y., 
where, Detective Sergeant Joseph Daly 
said, he was wanted for swindling @ 
farmer of $12,000. Post, who is 72 years 
old, was arrested by Daly as he was 
about to enter a taxicab last night at 
Fifth Avenue and Twenty-eighth Street. 

Post, according to the police, nas one 
of the most interesting: histories in the 
criminal annals of the country. In telk 
ing of the manner in which he came to 
arrest him, Detective Daly also revealed 
that he was wanted in Miami, Fia., on 
another charge of swindling a man out, 
of a considerable sum of money through 


‘| the wire-tapping game. 


Known to the detective forces of the 
large ‘cities of the country, Post. who 
alsO- was known under the aliases of 
William A. Carter and S. A. Potter, suc- 
ceeded in evading arrest in connection 
with the charges in’ Dunkirk and Miami 
for several months. Possessed of a re- 
markable physique for a man of his 
years—being 6 feet 2 inches tall and 
weighing about 200 pounds—he presented 
a striking appearance when he was 
taken before the désk Meutenant in the 
Detective Bureau. 


Finds Him Strolling Down Avenue. 


Last night while Detective Daly was 
standing in front of the Public Library 
at Fifth Avenue and Forty-second Street 
his attention was. attracted to a digni- 
fied-looking»man who passed down the 
aventie with the easy grace of a man of 
affluence. Daly had made the acguain- 
tance of Post several years before. 
Something about the passerby’s carriage 
seemed familiar to the detective ang he 
followed him. 

In the journey down the avenue it 
suddenly dawned on the detective that 
he was following Post, from Dunkirk 
and Miami had rested in Police Head- 
quarters for several weeks. As Post 
was about to step into a taxicab which 


‘| he hailed at Twenty-eighth Street, Daly 


hurried up to.him and said, ‘‘ Good eve- 
ning, Mr. Post.’’ 


"My name‘is not Post.”’ réplied the 


man, as he started to slam the door of 


the: taxitab behind him, ‘I am Mr. 
White,’ thé banker.”’ 

The detective smiled as he forced open 
the door and laid his hand on the 
“ banker’s”’ coat lapel and then an- 
nounced that he was Mr. Daly.

The endorsement of a note for a friend 
led to a judgment being entered yester- 
day against Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst, 
long-time ‘pastor ofthe Madison Avenue 
Presbyterian Church. ° 

Justice Leonard Giegerich, in the Su- 
preme ‘Court, rendered judgment for 
$24,077 against. Dr. Parkhurst, the Amer- 
ican Educational Alliance, incorporated 
in Delaware in 1908, and the German 
Publication Society, a New York corpo- 
ration. ‘Fhe judgment creditor is Albert 
K.  Kintner,- who was represented by 
Kohn’& Nagler. Dr. Parkhurst’s attor- 
neys are Sutro & Wright. 

The note was made out on Sept. 17, 
1919, by the Alliance to John T. Prout. 
The endorsees were, besides Dr. Park- 
hurst, the publication: society, Charles

Denies hie Railroad Break- 
Down in 4917 Made Govern- 
ment Control Necessary. 


BLAMES FEDERAL AGENCIES 


B. & O. Head Insists Trouble Was 
Due to Lack of Authority to 
Regulate Freight.,

WASHINGTON, April 4,—Daniel Wil- 
lard, President of the Baitimore & Ohio 
Railroad, who was a witness today be- 
fore the Senate Committee on Interstaty 
Co ce, denied that. William G, Mc- 
Adoo, the former’ Director General of 
}Ratiroads, had spoken accurately when 
he recently. testified before the com- 
mittee that Government operation of ‘the 
railroads during the war period was 
made necessary because of the break- 
down of the rail systems in 1917. In 
that year, Mr, Willard declared. the 
Améfican railroads had faced and solved 
one of the most difficult transportation 
problems inthe history of railroads¢ 
» ** While I have no desire whatever to 
minimize the accomplishments of the 
railroads during the period of \ Federal 
fontrel,”’ said Mr. Willard, ‘‘I do want 
‘to say, however, that so far as I have 
been able to learn, no: greater transpor- 
tation problem was ever at any time met 
and surmounted by the American rail- 
rouds than.the problem of assembling 
the bulldiag, material in the Summer of 
3917 required forthe new army canton- 
ments.

Change in Industrial Output. 
“But there was another and even

“As I have already said, there came 
about almost’ unconsciously during the 
year 1917. a complete change in the in- 
dustrial output of this country due to the 
demands of our war program. Not only 
were steél] mills and ammunition fac- 
tories running day and night with all | 
the force they could assemble, but manu- 
facturers of every other article needed, 
either for, armin ng the soldiers or for 
clothing and feeding them, were also 
runnin at topmost speed. 

‘ Still further, and in addition-to tnis, 
the Government was raising the largest 
army. that had ever been assembled ‘in 
this country, and at the same time at- 
tempting to provide shelter and all the 
things necessary in that corinetcion, 

™ ‘Phe ersonnel of the various depart- 
ments oi the Government had been rap- 
idly increased beyond all precedent; hun- 
dreds of men hastily called into service 
had been charged with the duties of 
hurrying up manufacturing and con- 
struction ; shipyards had been authorized 
and were being built as never before in 
this country, at least to any such extent 
or with such haste. 

‘* The, railroads, -however, were still 
common carriers, and under the law 
were required to serve all, without dis- 
crimination.. Nevertheless, innumerable 
representatives of the Government were 
issuing requests or orders that certain 
commodities should be moved without 
delay and in preference to othtr com- 
modities, and, while it is true that Con- 
gress by legisyation had provided for the 
creation of a priority method of, move- 
ment, Z0omé months were required to 
bring order out. of the situation. 

‘‘In short, not until after the roads 
were taken over by the President was 
there any central Governmental agency 
authorized to deal broadly and cffec- 
tively with the relative importance of 
the traffic to be moved! 


Blames Lack of Supervision. 


“The lack of such supervision and 
direction was largely, if not entirely, re- 
sponsible for the unusual aecd&mulation 


of cars in the Fall of 1917, particularly 
at the Eastern terminals. 

‘ The Railroad War Board endeavored 
to cope witht he situation, but,’ as Mr. 
McAdoo has very clearly pointed out in 
his statement, the failroads under the 
laws governing private operation at that 
Mime were ynable.to deal effectively with 
a’ situation of that kind. 


**I recall distinctly that on two or 
more occasions during the Summer of 
1917, the Attorney General of tne United 
States addressed letters to the Chairman 
of the Railroad War Board intimating 
that. some of the practices put:in éf- 
fect by the board seemed tg him to be in 
opposition to the Sherman. Anti-Trust 
act, and the railroads. were cautioned 
not.to transgress the provisions of that 
act. 

“ Of course, such.a situation could not 
be tolrated in time of war, but it could 
only be. corrected by the passage of 
remedial! legislation, either relieving the 
railroads from the operation of certain 
restrictive laws -or by putting the 
operation of the carriers directly under 
the President himself, which _ ,latter 
course was adopted. In my opinion that 
was the proper. course under ali the 
circumstances, 

‘* No suggestion that the railroads had 
broken down in 1917 is to be found in 
any’ of the President's public utterances. 
On the contrary, he gave the fullest 
possible recognition to the ‘ patriotie 
zeal and marked ability’ with which 
the members of the Railroad. War 
riers pe had performed their difficult 
uties. 


Says Able Men Were Named, 


‘Mr, McAdoo has called special atten- 
tion to the character of the men selected 
by him to be his assistants. I agree 
with him-that the men~appointed by him 
ts be Regional Directors. were amon 
the ablest and best qualified railroa 
executives to be found in the United 
States.

OUR MERCHANT MARINE. 

It was a dark picture of the Ship- 
ping Board's business that Chairman 
Lasker’ drew at. the joint hearing of 
Senate and House committees yester- 
Of ‘continued Government oper- 
** It solves 
‘* the problem in ‘one way, to wit, that 
“the fleet shall’ be operated by the 
** Government until it is worn out, and 
** thus assure.the elimination of the 
“ American flag from wofld com- 
“merce.” The Government is losing 
more than $60,000,000 a year by, try- 
ing to provide the country with a 
merchant marine, and, as Mr. LASKER 


says, thé fleet is growing no younger, 
As a matter of fact, most of the ships 


are at anchor, laid up, rusting. In 


the Hudson there are acres and acres 


of them, looking “more like derelicts 
It is a 
sad sight to‘shipping men. Of the 
1,442 steel ships which the Govern- 
ment owns only 421 are used to keep 
trade routes open. . Thus it is less 


than one-third of the *‘ merchant ma- 


rine” that is costing the Government 


$50,000,000 a year, exclusive of the 


expenses of caretaking. Our wooden 
ships, built during the war, Mr. 
LASKER properly rules out as worth- 
less. There is a pathetic note in the 
Chairman’s explanation: 

‘The purpose of Government opera- 
tion, as defined by law, was to build 
up trade routes In order that the 
Government ships, might thus be sold 
with established good-will to.private 
owners.

NEW STYLE NATIONALIZATION. 

It might not’ be fair to examine too 
critically the plan of nationalizing the 
coal mines urged upon Congress by 
Mr. Joun' Lewis, President of the 
United Mine Workers. He may have 
brought it forward mainly as what he 
calls ‘‘a talking point.’’ Certainly 
the details he appears not to have 
thought it necessary to work out. If 
is simply the latge idea of which he 
is enamored. To his mind, as ta some 
others, it seems inevitable that if the 
Government were to take over the coal 
mines the result would be to ‘“‘ bring 
‘* about steadiness of operation that 
‘* would insure greater earnings to the 
‘‘ miner, legitimate profits to the 
‘* operator and cheaper coal to the 
** consumer.”’ ,But this is plainly to 
adopt the magic. theory of govern- 
ment. Mr. Lewis merely produces a 
little recipe for working miracles.by 
public officials. Every man of experi- 
ence, however, knows that the age of 
at least such miracles is past. 

When examined in particulars, Mr. 
Lewis did not get on very well. He 
was in fayor of Government regula- 
tion. But regulation of what? Wages? 
Never; that would be to interfere with 
the birthright of American citizens. 
Did he think hours of labor should ‘be 
fixed by, Government’ commission? 
Certainly not. It would. be intolerable 
to introduce anything like the Railroad 
Labor Board into the coal industry. 
The workers would never submit to it. 
Then how about the price of coal? 
Would Mr. Lewis propose to have that 
fixed and graded by the Government? 
No, that would never do. Any meas- 
ure ‘even approaching price-fixing or 
compulsory arbitration or control of 
working conditions in the mines would 
be repugnant to the liberty-loving 
United Mine Workers. 

The inference is clear that this is 
a case of wanting to eat your cake 
and have it too. Nationalization of 
the mines is desired, or is said to be 
desired, sclély for the advantages 
which the miners fancy it would 
bring to them; but not for a moment 
on account of any of the obligations 
which it would lay upon-them. When 
they talk of Government control, 
they mean only a partial control so 
far as it affects them—a control really 
amounting to ceddling, and placing 
them. in a position highly favored as 
compated with other workmen. It 
is possible to imagine a Government 
thoroughly. businesslike and _ fearless 
of political consequences, which in the 
fashion of a benevolent tyrant should 
take hold of the coal mining industry 
and make it a model of efficient or- 
ganization. But the miners them- 
selvés would be the first. to revolt 
against it. And we know that such 
a Government could nowhere be 
found In the world today. In view 
of all these facts it is hard to resist 
the impression that President Lewis 
is simply playing with the notion of 
nationalizing the mines, If. it were 
to he undertaken in any serious and 
thoroughgoing way he would almost 
certainly resent and attack it.

He ‘went West so jong ago that he 
is almost. entirely but of remem- 
brance heré in the Hast; whére he 
‘was once editor of The New Haven 
Palladium and a Professor’.of Rhetoric 
and English in Yale, But he will never 
be forgotten out insthe Upper: Mis- 
sissippi Valley, where he gathered 
a college of:.the liberal arts and 
Bcienées,. courses in agriculture and 
nebulous professional schools into an 
educational centre that became a 
great Staté university. 

Coming a decade or more Jater than 
that other gréat pioneer State uni- 
versity President, Dr. ANGELL, who 
had also been an editor (of The Provi- 
dence Journal) and a Professor of 
Modern Literature (In Brown’ Univer- 
-eity), he became, in large measure, 
for Minnesota what ANGELL was for 
Michigan... Not only did he prove 
himself a- wise .and greatly loved 
friend of the prairie youth and young 
men and women throughout the State, 
but also a successful practical admin- 
istrator who adjusted himself natural- 
ly to the wider and sparsely settled 
spaces of the Middle West. He was, 
moreover, a kindly yet ‘masterful 
diplomatist in dealing with the legisla- 
tive forces of that roughly individual- 
istic “yet democratic civilization. He 
had, as: was=to be expected from a 
Professor of Rhetoric, graces in writ- 
ing and in| speech,. but he had also a 
certain blunt utterance and powerful, 
moving eloquence. ‘It is remembered, 
too, with Midwestern pride, that he 
once proved more than a matth for 
the Hastern CHAUNCEY DgPEW on a 
public occasion, 

There has been no more remarkable 
educational development in the last 
fifty years than that of the State uni- 
versities supported with amazing gen- 
erosity. by public funds. The Uni- 
versity of Minnesota seemed at first to 
fare less well than some of the others. 
The lands given to it as dowry by the 
nation were thought to be almost 
worthless, but one day about a quarter 
of a century ago a trainload of iron 
ore was brought down from the sterile 
range to a yillage which remembers 
in its name. a pioneér French -priest, 
and now the university has an‘ endow- 
ment of from thirty to fifty millions. 
But the character, vision and prac- 
tical sense of this one-time editor and 
Professor of Rhetoric were worth more 
to the university. than the ore out on 
the Mesaba Range. Hundreds, per- 
haps thousands, of his former students 
have come back from his valley, out 
of which he has now passed at the 
age of 88, and will see that even here 
he is remembered: Moreover, to 
adapt the closing words of his Yale 
bicentennial address, “\as Yale calls 
the roll of her sons ’’ she will pause 
for special praise of him.

LONDON BRIGHT ENOUGH. 

In. spite’ of the brilliant suggestions 
of our fair compatriot from Indiana, 
the “ Brighter London ’’ movement 
has flickered afd gone out. All that 
remains is the chimney-pots of a Ken- 
sington barber, striped with the red, 
white and blue of his trade, and even 
they are going the way of all chimney- 
pots in London. The question of the 
bored American traveler is not an- 
swered. ‘If this is Piccadilly’ Cir- 
cus,’’ he’asked; “ when is-it going to 
begin? *’ It isn’t going to begin, not 
ever, “Like the sacred Roman grove, 
seat of all darkling mysteries, Brighter 
London isso called on the principle 
of non lucendo. 
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men and noblémen, the movement con- 
fessed from the start a commercial 
motive. Before the war traveling 
Americans had contributed yearly one 
hundred million dollars to the pros- 
perity of the city, and of late that 
tribute has been dwindling.

‘Grouped near the pulpit were members 
of the Watterson family, the active pall- 
bearers, some of whom had been asso- 
ciated with Mr. Watterson in his news- 
paper work for. fifty years; and the hon- 
orary pallbearers. Among them was 
Alexander Konta, New York banker and 
manufacturer, ‘to whom Mr. Watterson 
dedicated his. biography. “ James W. 
Brown of The Editor and Publisher, 
New -York, attended as the represent- 
ative of the President and, Governing 
Committee of the Press Congress of the 
World. 

Jim Wilson, for years Mr. Watterson’s 
devoted negro servant, grief-stricken, 
sat with the family.

Night, Firing Alar Alarms Dublin.

CHICAGO; April 4.—Children’s week,

" Attack Miss Stone's Denial. 


Miss Stone’s insistent disavowal that 
she had never met or conversed with 
James R. Clark, 
Prosecutor of Cincinnati, in regard ‘to 
an action under the Mann act against 
Kinkead, was attacked yesterday by the 
State. Abrams, secretary in the office 
of the United States District Attorney 
in ‘Cincinnati, corroborated the testti- 
mony of the visit given by Clark. 

Abrams said that Miss Stone had 
asked to see District Attorney Stewart 
R: Bolin, who was out at the time of 
the visit in the Spring of 1919. He sug- 
gested Mr. Clark, :he said, whereupon 
Miss Stone replied: 

‘‘I-do not want to talk with Clark. I 
have already asked his advice, and he 
refuses to. help »me."’ 

The witness recalled that on another 
occasion Miss Stone asked for a war- 
rant against ‘Kinkead, with whom she 
said she was “ through.” She spoke of 
suicide, but later, when he met her in 
the street, she had given up the idea of 
self-destruction, he said. 

‘‘Tf it is the last ‘thing I ever do on 
earth, I want to get Kinkead,’’ he 
quoted the defendant as say ying. 

Charles J. Sawrie of South Nashville, 
Tenn., testified that in~ March, 1906, 
Miss Stone introduced a man with whom 
she was walking as her husband. Sawrie 
said the name she mentioned was either 
Elby or Shelby. He recalled the place 
of meeting as being near the Elks’ Club. 

‘Did Mr. Warbasse tell you there 
were Elks on the jury and that. you 
should make mention of the fact that 
you were on your way to the Elks’ 
Club? ’’ asked Mr. Reilly. 

‘“* No,” replied Sawrie. 

Matthew Hagen, a Nashville letter 
carrier, recalled knowing Miss Stone in 
1906. Hé said she had given him a 
change of address card which he had 
shown to Sawrie. 


Detectives Tell of Threat. 


The testimony of two Cintinnati de- 
tectives who said they had talked with 
Miss Stone prior to her departure for 
Brooklyn, a week before the shooting, 
was the feature of the morning ses- 
sion. Detective Charles Schwable said 
that Miss Stone had told him in the 
lobby of a hotel that she was in trouble 
and that Mr. Clark~’had refused to aid 
her in any way. Quoting her as say- 
ing she had purchased a Fevaryet 
Schwable continued: 

‘* She said, ‘I am going to Brooklyn, 

nd if I find Kinkead living with the 
Gormley woman I am going to kill 


ney the ‘‘ Gormley woman "’ Miss Stone 
referred to Mrs. Marie Gormley Kin- 
kead, widow of the slain man, who has 
been in daily attendance at the trial. 

Schwable said he reasoned with her, 
and finally won her promise to let him 
have the revolver before she left the 
city. .Charles Ellenrieder, the second 
detective, testified that Miss Stone told 
him she had sent her revolver to New 
York and that she intended to kill 
Kinkead. 

**You are foolish to get into any 
trouble over a man,’’ Bllenrieder said 
he-~advised her. ‘‘ You ought to be 
giad to get rid of him.”’ 

Detective Charles Hurting of Brook- 
lyn declared that while he rode in the 
patrol wagon after the shooting with 
Miss Stone she told him she would have 
killed Kinkead at his law office, 176 
Broadway, except she feared she might 
injure an innocent person. 


WANT HOUSE TO ACT 
ON GROVER BERGDOLL 


Veteran Members Would Punish 
the Guilty if Report Is 
‘Adopted.

WASHINGTON, April 4.—Three for- 
mer service members urged the House 
today to-call up the report of the com- 
mittee which investigated the escape of 
Grover Cleveland Bergdoll, draft dodger, 
and adopt-either the majority or minority 
views. As a step in the fight to bring 
action, Representativa Lineberger, Re- 
publican, California, got permission to 
reprint the report in The Congressional 
Record. 

Without expressing an opinion as to 
whether the majority or minority con- 
clusions were right, Mr. Lineberger in- 
sisted that the people, especially those 
who sent sons fo the war, were demand- 
ing action by the House.

HYLAN’S ATTITUDE, PRAISED 


Otto_H. Kahn Says Mayor Has Done 
Much to Bring Song to 
the People.

Eugene Noble, director of the Julllard 
Foundation; Miss Isabelle Lowden, sis- 
ter of ex-Governor Frank O. Lowden of 
Illinois; Edmund Franko Goodman and 
Park Commissioner Joseph P. Hennessy 
of the Bronx, were among those. who 
asked the Mayor to approve the bill. 

Kahn Prises the Mayor. 


_Mr. Kahn praised’ Mayor Hylan for 
wha the had done to bring music to the 
people. ‘‘The object of democracy is 
not only to get larger ‘wages for the peo- 
ple, but to get them what they want 
in an artistic way,” Mr. Kahn said. 
‘‘ There is a strong desire in their souls 
to get an outlet for their emotions. I 
believe that some of the causes of the 
crimes of today comes from a desire

‘*Do you believe that music might 
deter people from committing crime?” 
asked the Mayor. 

Mr. Kahn said he was sure it would. 

“Art is not highbrow stuff,’’ he con- 
tinued,” ‘‘ Art is democracy and educa- 
tion and social influence and enables 
the people to give their souls an airing, 
and they need an airing now and then.

DRIFTING MINE ‘SIGHTED | 
IN PATHWAY OF LINERS} 


Hydographic Office | Office Warns of 
Menace ‘in Boston-to-Earope 
Route—Many Still at Large. 


See » 

WASHINGTON, April 4.—A. drifting 
mine was sighted yesterday directly in 
the pathway charted for liners plying 
between Boston and Europe. Warning 
of its.presence was immdiateély sent by 
radio . broadcast by the hydrographic 
office of the Navy Department to all 
mariners, - 

The vessel, one of the 5,000 which 
furnish .such information to the-hy- 
drographic office, which reported the 
mine, gave its position as latitude 40 
degrees 18° minutes west, longitude 52 
degrees 56 minutes north. 

The location is south of the Grand 
Banks and west of the junction at sea 
where ships bound from Europe to Bos- 
ton leavé ‘the track of the Europe-New 
York liners. and bear almost due west 
into port, 

Since Jan, 1, 1921, eight floating mines 
which drifted from the remaining mine 
fields. ofthe war overseas have been 
definitely reported to the hydrographic 
office in the North Atlantic area imme- 
diately off the American coast. During 
he same period two mines were report- 
ed off the southern part of the Ameri- 
can ‘coast, 

There were reported and charted by 
the hydrographic service from Jan. 1, 
1921, to March 29, 1922, no tess than 
121 floating mines, while six additional 
mines. were: reported before the 1921 
date. Twenty-seven of these were in 
the “ high-sea area,”’ and the. remainder 
either the American coast, in the 
Azores a, e European area, the 
Baltic or the Méditerranean. 

The extent of this post-war menace 
to shipping was brought out in recent 
correspondence between the  hydro- 
graphic office and a New England ship- 
per who written to learn what 
ground there was for the continuing by 
marine insurance companies of rates 
based on the danger of floating mines, An 
insurance company later abked for de- 
tailed ‘information as-to. the distribution 
of the mines observed and_reported, and 
was informed that. seventy-two mines, 
or 59.5. per cent. of the total for all 
waters; were.in the Buropéan area, six- 
ty-nine .of them being located in the 
region described ‘as “north of 45 de- 
grees, north; east of 15 degrees, west.”

Naval officers believe it will be years 
before the danger is wholly passed or 
until the action of salt water has on 
destroyed the mines.

Johnson Assails in House Project for 
Pan-American..Employes. 


WASHINGTON, April. 4.~Repfesenta- 
tive Johnson, Democrat, of Kentucky, 
declared in the House today that if the 
Governments of thé ‘Pan-American 
States “‘knew the purpose for which 
funds appropriat bee them for the Pan- 
American Union in Washington were 
used, they would rise up and stop it.”’ 

“They would not be willing,’’ he said, 
*““to tax the people and spend money 
here to be used in insuring the lives of 
those employed in the ‘an-American 
Building.”’ 

Mr. Johnson’s statement was made in 
the consideration of the State ane Jus- 
tice Appropriation bill, which he helped 
to frame, and which carries the usual 
item of $100,000 for the building. Mr. 
Johnson told the House that questions 
relating to insurahee tame up while 
Director Rowe of the’ Pan-American 
Union was testifying. “Mr. Rowe, he 
said, explained that the governin 
board had decided that as employes o 
the union did not enjoy the privileges 
accorded to employes of the nited 
States under the bonus and retirement 
Tules, it was necessary to take steps to 
improve their status. The union accord- 
ingly felt, Representative Johnson quot- 
ed Mr. Rowe as testifying, that- it 
should encourage its emp oyes to enter 
upon a group insurance plan by making 
a contribution of 50 per cent: toward the 
premium on such group insurance.
